Venezuela, US In 
diplomatic row 
over protests 


CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela gave three US 
diplomats 4E hours to leave 
the country Monday as 
Washington rejected as 
’'baseless and false" accusa¬ 
tions it was aiding protests 
against the government of 
President Nicolas Madura. 

Madura is grappling with 
angry student protests that 
began in the interior of the 
oil-rich country and boiled 
over last week in street 
clashes in Caracas that left 
three dead. 

Scores of protesters have 
been arrested and the govern¬ 
ment has issued a warrant for 
the arrest of a prominent op¬ 
position leader, Leopoldo 
Lopez, blaming him for the 
deaths and violence. 

Foreign Minister Elias 
J aua identi fied th e Amen c an s 
declared "personanon grata" 
as BreeannMane McCusker, 
Jeffrey Gordon El sen and 
Knstofer Lee Clark, all said 
to be second secretaries at the 
US embassy 


Jaua charged that the em¬ 
bassy had sent "operatives" 
to universities to train and fi¬ 
nance youth organizations 
"through which the violence 
in Venezuela is promoted." 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Jen Psaki said Wash¬ 
ington had not yet been 
formally notified of the 
Venezuelan action, and re¬ 
jected the accusations made 
against the diplomats. 

"Tie allegations that the 
Umted States is helping to or¬ 
ganize protesters in 
Venezuela is baseless and 
false," she said. 

The expulsions were first 
announced Sunday night in a 
speech by Maduro, who ac¬ 
cused the diplomats of meet¬ 
ing with student protest 
leaders under the guise of of¬ 
fering them visas.

Last week, The Customs 
corps emitted a communique 
with information on the cod¬ 
ification changes, but it was 
misinterpreted The change in 
the Import Tax law is abaut. 
the symmetric system to code 
products. It's not abaut 
changing the import, tax tar¬ 
iffs 

Mr Lopez Ramirez ex¬ 
plained that the change in 


product codification was in¬ 
troduced by the World Cus¬ 
tom Organization (WCQ), 
and indsp endent intergovern¬ 
mental body whose mission 
is to improve the administra¬ 
tion of customs. 

Customs around the world 
use symmetric system, winch 
means that products around 
the world have the same code 
no matter the country. This is 
very important for a better 
work Sow, esp eeially when it 
is combined with the use of 
the ASYCUDA World pro¬ 
gram. 

According to Mr Lopez 
Ramirez, the WCO revises 
the codification system every 
5 years and the changes are 
sent to every country around 
the world Businesses work¬ 
ing with tins codification sys¬ 
tem must be are aware of 
these changes

businesses to be aware when 
processing documents of im¬ 
ported goods

“Appeldam, Dampanchi, Frut’e dam” 



The appeldam fruit 


QRANJESTAD - Aruba’s 
climate and soil is ideal for 
planting a wide variety of 
fruit trees, among others the 
fruit tree known on the ABC 
islands as “Appel dam, 
Dampanchi, Fmt' e dam.” 
World wide it is known as 
Christ's Thom Jujube, or 
"Crown of Thoms" an ever¬ 
green tree native to northern 
and tropical Africa and 
southern and Western Asia. It 
has been cultivated m Israel 
also at high elevations. 

The Ap p el d am ’ s Latin 
name is “Ziziphus sprna- 
chnsb” The name is denved 
from the belief that the 
branches of the tree was used 
to make the thorn crown 
which was put on the head of 
Jesus Christ when he w r as 
crucified 

The first recognition of 
the Appel dam tree was m 


1S85. According to the book 
“Gekweekte en liuttige 
p 1 ant en van N e derl an dse An- 
ttllen” - "Cultured and useful 
plants of Netherlands An¬ 
tilles," Cornells Gorsira 
brought tire fruit tree from 
the Middle East, to Curacao 

The Appel dam tree grows 
very fast and doesn’t need 
much attention, flourishing 
easily with the flora on Cura¬ 
cao Eventually the tree was 
brought to Aruba and 
Bonaire 

The Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Livestock and Fish¬ 
eries (Santa Rosa) 
recommends that when plant¬ 
ing the tree, to bear in mind 
that the roots grow very long 
and can cause damage to a 
house's foundation It is rec¬ 
ommended to plant the tree at 
a reasonable distance from a 
dwelling. 


The Appel dam tree has 
many uses the fruit is tasty, 
while the leaves can be 
boiled as tea to lower high 
blood pressure and relieve 
cold symptoms. The fruit can 
also be bailed, with the brew 
effective relief far diarrhea. 

The fruit has a sweet fla¬ 
vor and texture identical to 
an apple, and is quite delec¬ 
table. 

At the moment, Santa 
Rasa has no Appeldam trees 
m stock. The reason is that 
there are no seeds available 
to plant Santa Rosa kindly 
requests that anyone who has 
seeds or a small appeldam 
tree to please donate it to the 
center so they can cultivate 
more trees.

Venezuelan officials have 
charged that student leaders; 
received training in Mexico 
and the foreign ministry on 
Sunday accused Washington 
of seeking to "legitimize at¬ 
tempts to destabilize" the 
government. 

The protests flared up on 
February 4 when students at 
a university in the western 
state of Tachira staged a 
demonstration against ram¬ 
pant crime aft er a student was 
raped 

Since then, as the protests 
spread to other citi es, student 
grievances have expanded tD 
demands that the government 
released jailed protesters. 

They have also drawn at¬ 
tention to soaring inflation 
and shortages of many basic 
goods. 

Protests in Caracas last 
week were the biggest 
against the government since 
Maduro took office in April, 
succeeding She late Hugo 
Chavez 

On M o nday, opp o siti on 
protesters marched peace¬ 
fully to headquarters of the 
N ati onai Tel e c omnium ca - 
hons Commission to protest 
censorship. 

Lopez has called for a 
mass rally on Tuesday, as 
have supporters of Maduro, 
setting the stage for a fresh 
face-off.

The latest diplomatic con¬ 
frontation came after US Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
issued a statement Saturday 
expressing deep concern over 
the rising tensions and vio¬ 
lence m Venezuela. 

He called on the govern¬ 
ment in Caracas to release 
jailed prisoners and open 
"meaningful dialogue with 
tli e Ven ezu el an p e op 1 e." 

Lopez, the opposition 
leader most closely identified 
’with the protests, has man¬ 
aged to elude arrest even 
while taunting the govern¬ 
ment over Twitter. 

On Sunday, in a video 
linked to Ins Twitter account 
lie invited protesters to join 
lnm in a march on Tuesday to 
the j usti c e ministry. 

The 4.2-year-old Lopez 
and two other opposition 
leaders -- deputy Maria Co¬ 
nn a Machado and the mayor 
of metropolitan Caracas, An¬ 
tonia Ledezma -- advocate 
using street protests to force 
Maduro from office.

RIYADH (AFP) - Soumayya 
Jabarti, the first female editor 
of a Saudi national daily 
hopes to see more women 
take up top media posts in the 
ultra- c o ns ervati v e Mus lim 
state. 

She ’was named at the 
weekend as editor-in-chief of 
the Saudi Gazette, one of the 
two main English-language 
dailies in the Gulf kingdom. 

"The success will not be 
complete unless 1 see my 
peers who are also Saudi 
women in the media take 
other roles where they are de¬ 
cision-makers, " Jabarti said 
in an interview posted onAl- 
Arabiva News website. 

"There’s a crack that has 
been made in the glass ceil¬ 


ing And I'm hoping it ’will be 
made into a door," said 
Jabarti, who served as deputy 
editor since 2011 

Being the first Saudi 
woman (newspaper editor) is 
going to be double the re¬ 
sponsibility... One's actions 
will reflect upon my fellow 
Saudi women," she said. 

Saudi Arabia imposes a 
strict interpretation cf Islamic 
laws, notably a segregation 
of the sexes, and does not 
allow women to work or 
travel without the authorisa¬ 
tion of a male guardian from 
her family. 

It is also the only country 
in the world that bans women 
from driving

Kerry, Abbas to meet Wednesday in Paris: 
Palestinians 


RAMALLAH(AFP) - Pales- 
tim an p re si dent M ahmud 
Aft] b as will meet US Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry in 
Pans Wednesday to discuss 
p e ace talks with I sraeh a sen - 
lor Palestinian official told 
AFP Monday. 

The official said Abbas 
would leave for France on 
Tuesday for the meeting, 
which he said had been re¬ 
quested by Kerry r , who is cur¬ 
rently in Abu Dhabi 

The top US diplomat has 
spent months trying to get the 
two sides to agree on a 
framework for resolving their 
decades-old conflict, but the 
negotiations have shown lit¬ 
tle sign of progress, with 
each side blaming the other. 

“The Palestinian positions 
are known and we have reit¬ 
erated them at all the meet¬ 


ings with Kerry and his ad¬ 
visers," the official said. 

On Sunday, Abbas struck 
a conciliatory tone on two of 
the most divisive issues, say¬ 
ing he did not want to "flood 
Israel" with returning Pales¬ 
tinian refugees and that there 
was no need to 'Te-divids" 
Jerusalem 

Resolving the question of 
the ri ght of return for Pales¬ 
tinian families who fled or 
were forced out of their 
homes during the war which 
accompanied Israel's inde¬ 
pendence in 1943 is one of 
the mast bitterly disputed is¬ 
sues m the conflict 

Jerusalem is also deeply 
divisive, with Israel viewing 
the entire city as its "eternal, 
undivided" capital and the 
Palestinians demanding a 
capital in the mostly Arab 


eastern sector of the city cap¬ 
tured by Israel in the 1367 
war 

Israeli President Shimon 
Peres on Monday hailed 
Abbas's remarks on the 
refugee issue, which he said 
showed the Palestinian 
leader's "seriousness about 
reaching p eace' 

During his most recent 
visit to the region last month, 
Kerry presented both sides 
with a draft framework 
agreement addressing the so- 
called "final status issues" -- 
Jerusalem, the refugees, bor¬ 
ders, and security. 

Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu is ex¬ 
pected to meet President 
Barack Obama in the United 
States on March 3 to discuss 
the talks. 
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Co-pilot hijacks 
Ethiopian plane to 
seek Swiss asylum 


GENEVA (AFP) - The co¬ 
pilot of an Ethiopian Airlines 
Sight hijacked Ins aircraft on 
Monday while the captain was 
in the bathroom and forced it 
to land m Geneva so he could 
seek asylum, police said 

The man was arrested after 
scaling out of the cockpit win¬ 
dow on a rope, according to 
Geneva police spokesman Eric 
Grand] ean. 

The co-pilot said he seized 
his chance tD take over flight 
ET-7Q3 from Addis Ababa to 
Rome by locking himself in 
the cockpit when the pilot 
went to die bathroom. Grand- 
jean told AFP 

Identified as an Ethiopian 
citizen bom in 19S3, the man 
told police "he felt threatened 
in Ins country and wants to 
seek asylum in Switzerland," 
he added. 

A total of 303 passengers 
and crew were on board the 
Boeing 767 as the drama 
played out. 

"Hie co-pilot told airtrans¬ 
port authorities he had a prob¬ 
lem with his plane and needed 
to fill up with jet-fuel He then 
set ofc a distress signal indicat¬ 
ing the plane was hijacked, be¬ 
fore saying he had engine 
tro ubl e," Grand] ean s aid. 


Fighter jets escorted the 
plane from Italian airspace and 
it landed in Geneva at 6 03 am 
{□SOB GMT) 

"He parked the plane on the 
taxi way, he cut the engines 
then opened the cockpit win¬ 
dow: threw out a rope and used 
it to descend to the tarmac," 
Grandj ean said 

"He ran towards tire police 
an d mime di ately l d enti fi e d 
himself as the co-pilot and hi- 
j acker 11 

The man said he acted 
alone, but as a precaution all 
those onboard were frisked as 
they left die plane 
The runway was crowded 
with police and other emer¬ 
gency vehicles as passengers 
fried out with their arms up in 
the an or on their heads before 
boarding waiting buses. 

Geneva's chief prosecutor, 
Olivier Jornot, said there were 
no signs of violence towards 
the passengers or fellow crew 
Hie man risks a 30-year 
prison sentence, but Jornot 
said it was too early to say 
whether his actions warranted 
such a punishment. 

Ethiopia's Information Min¬ 
ister Red wan Hussein said the 
co-pilot's record was under 
scrutiny.

province. Colonel Fernando 
Restrepo told AFP 
The wounded were taken to 
area hospitals for treatment 
Defense Munster Juan Car¬ 
los Prnzon called the attack an 
"inexplicable act of barbarity." 

"Let us not be fooled in 
Colombia, 11 he said “The pres¬ 
ident's and people's desire for 
peace and reconciliation is one 
thing. The desire by these peo¬ 
ple to trick us with tins illegal 
and criminal trade is another" 
Founded m 19(54, the Revo¬ 
lutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia (FARC) is now esti¬ 
mated to have some 3,DO□ 
fighter's and is considered the 
country's largest rebel group 
Since November 3013, tire 
FARC has been in peace talks 
with the government of Presi¬ 
dent Juan Manuel Santos but 
without a ceasefire on the 
ground. 

The talks, taking place in the 
Cuban capital Havana, are 
Earned at ending Latin Amer¬ 
ica's longest-running insur¬ 
gency tliat, over the course of 
five decades, has displaced 
some 4 5 million people and 
killed several hundred thou¬ 
sand. 

One of the items on the 
agenda at the negotiations is 
the issue of die illegal cultiva¬ 
tion of crops like coca. 

Colombia, along with Peru, 
is the world's largest producer 
of cocaine, accounting for

QRANJESTAD - The Aruba 
Health Department wished to 
inform the community about 
the situation regarding the 
Chikungunya virus in the 
Caribbean region and Aruba 
Chikungunya is an infectious 
disease that is gaming ground 
The vims is transmitted by 
Aedes aegypti, die same mos¬ 
quito that transmit the Dengue 
vims. 

During the month of De¬ 
cember PAH0/WHO was no¬ 
tified of the first 2 confirmed 
Chikungunya cases reported 
in San Maarten, winch were 
locally transmitted. Prior to 
that, only imported cases were 
recorded, in the USA Canada 
and Brazil 

Presently, various Chikun- 
gunya infection cases were 
confirmed, in Anguilla, British 
Virgin Island, Dominica, 
French Guyana, Guadeloupe, 
M artim que, St B arth el emy

and St. Maarten Hie total 
cases m the region reported are 
1457, mostly proceeding from 
St. Martin (French side), fol¬ 
lowed by Martinique and 
Guadaloup e. 

On January 30, 2014 the 
Arub a Health Department offi¬ 
cially received the results of 3 
alleged Chikungunya cases on 
Aruba. Oniy one person was 
positively diagnosed, a 57- 
year Did male person who vis¬ 
ited St. Martin (French side). 
Immediately all concerned 
agencies were alerted to avoid 
a break-out on Aruba. 

The Public Health Depart¬ 
ment kindly ask for the coop¬ 
eration of everyone planning 
to travel in the Caribbean re¬ 
gion or receiving visitors from 
the Caribbean, as is common 
during Carnival, to take the 
necessary precautions, particu¬ 
larly to avoid mosquito bites 

The department also urges 
everyone to examine the 
grounds around their dwellings 
and remove any litter, to avoid 
providing mosquito breeding 
grounds Any object that can 
contain ram or running waiter 
can be a breeding ground. Ex¬ 
amine ail buckets and saucers 
under potted plants and keep 
them dry Be mindful of any¬ 
thing that can collect water and 
function as a breeding ground, 
like tires, cups, or lids, empty 
garbage cans regularly and 
dram, them of rainwater or put 
a cover - on them. 


Inside tiie house change the 
water in vases every 2 to 3 
d ay s M ake sur e the c e ssp o o 1 
is securely covered. Always 
check inside and around the 
house for breeding grounds. If 
your neighbors are elderly 
people, help them to also keep 
their houses clean. 

Chikungunya is a viral dis¬ 
ease that typically causes fever 
and headache, along with an 
intense arthritis-like pam in the 
jDints (that can last for a 
month) and a rash, it is spread 
to humans through the bite of 
an infected mo sqm to. Hie 
symptoms of chikungunya can 
appeal' similar to those of 
dengue fever, although it is 
caused by a different virus.

Upon returning from a trip to 
Indian, the FDA commis¬ 
sioner Dr Margaret Hamburg 
stated that medicines made m 
India increase consumers' 
risk of illness, recalls and 
warnings related to drugs that 
they rely an daily. 

Hamburg had met up with 
executives from the Indian 
pharmaceutical and food ex¬ 
porting companies India is 
the U.S's second largest ex¬ 
porter of prescription and 
over-the-counter drugs. At 
the meeting, Hamburg had to 
reiterate the fact that the 
lapses in quality and safety 


are unacceptable. India's drug 
quality is still a huge concern 
and needs to be improved 
upon. As a way to mend tins, 
the FDA is planning on creat¬ 
ing an Office of Pharmaceu¬ 
tical Quality that would 
increase the agency's scrutiny 
aver brand name, generic and 
over-the-counter medica¬ 
tions. 

Back in 2013, the agency 
had investigated 160 Indian 
drug factori es Many o f these 
drug plants received p enalties 
and warning letters regarding 
their products. Hamburg 
stated that many a f the Indian 
companies expressed con¬ 
cerns over the fact that the 
U.S. has her gated inspec¬ 
tions.

Laws , childproof triggers 
may cut back on gun 
violence 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Fatal gun 
violence ean.be reduced with 
laws that require background 
checks before purchasing 
firearms, as well as childproof 
trigger technologies that limit 
firing Ed the gun's owner, sci¬ 
entists say 

Experts are also studying 
new approaches that would 
take guns away from anyone 
served with a restraining order 
due to domestic violence, a 
controversial effort that was 
recently tried for the first tune 
in California. 

The problem of gun vio¬ 
lence m America — where 
shootings at schools, movie 
theatres and public places are 
a regular occurrence -- is diffi¬ 
cult to tackle because of a 
powerful gun lobby Constitu¬ 
tional protections for the right 
to bear arms, and also the sheer 
number of weapons in circula¬ 
tion - about one for every per¬ 
son across the United States. 

"We have a heck of a lot of 
guns m this country - 310 mil¬ 
lion m private hands," said Jef¬ 
frey Swanson, a professor of 
psychiatry at Duke University 
m North Carolina. 

People with mental illness 
are often implicated in inass 
shootings, even though they 
account far just five percent of 
all cases of violence against 
others, he told a meeting of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

Therefore, other methods 
must be tried to keep guns out 
of the wrong hands. 

- Childproof triggers - 

Qne uch approach is to add 
technology to guns that enable 
the trigger to be pulled only by 
its licensed user 

Already, these "smart-trig¬ 
ger" technologies are being 
used in some European coun¬ 
tries, and a task force con¬ 
vened by the UK Department 



of Justice recently said the 
technology is ready for wide¬ 
spread use in the United 
States, where there are nearly 
3 3,0 DO gun murders and more 
tlian 3S.QDQ gun suicides per 
year 

"Tins is the future, but it is 
also now," said Daniel Web¬ 
ster, director of the Johns Hop¬ 
kins Center for Gun Policy 
and Research in Baltimore, 
Maryland. "I think it will be 
something that will reduce 
adolescent suicides, uninten¬ 
tional shooting of children, 
and also crimes that result 
from guns that are stolen," 
Webster said 

However, the technology is 
expensive for now, costing 
thousands of dollars per gun, 
though Webster said the hope 
is that costs would come down 
once smart triggers become 
widespread on the market. 

New Jersey last year be¬ 
came the first state to pass a 
law mandating that all new 
guns on the market must be 
equipped with childproof tech¬ 
nology, beginning three years 
after smart guns are available. 

- Weaker laws, more mur¬ 
ders- 

Researchers also discussed 
new findings about a state that 
relaxed its gun laws, and ap¬ 
parently led to a significant 
rise in homicides. 

In 3007, Missouri repealed 
its permit-to-purchase (FTP) 
handgun law, which required 
people buying a handgun to 


verify with the local sheriff 
that they had passed a feder¬ 
ally required background 
check. 

In the five years that fol¬ 
lowed, the state experienced a 
jump m its murder rate that 
was not seen in neighboring 
states, said the findings by 
Webster and colleagues, to be 
published in an upcoming 
issue of the Journal of Urban 
Heal tli. 

That meant between 55 and 
63 additional murders per year 
m Missouri, while the homi¬ 
cide rate in the rest of the 
country was going dawn, ac¬ 
cording to data from the Cen¬ 
ters far Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

"Tins study provides com¬ 
pelling confirmation that 
weaknesses in firearm laws 
lead to deaths from gun vio¬ 
lence," said Webster 

Another pilot study carried 
out in northern California fo¬ 
cused an identifying people 
with firearms who had been re¬ 
cently served with domestic 
violence restraining orders 

Police went to their homes 
and asked for them to hand 
over their guns, in accordance 
with Cali form a law stating that 
people subject to domestic vi¬ 
olence restraining orders may 
not purchase or keep guns in 
the home 

Of several thousand cases 
involved in the study, 525 peo¬ 
ple with likely firearms were 
identified, and 119 people 
handed over their weapons. 

‘At the moment we don't 
know if that works or not," 
said Garen Wintemute, profes¬ 
sor of emergency medicine at 
the University of California, 
Davis 

Some 1,127 women were 
killed by their partners in 2011, 
and 605,000 were assaulted, 
according to FBI figures.

“We need to build more 
bridges and lanes, and have 
customs that open 24 hours a 
day," de la Calle, founder of 
the CMM economics consul¬ 
tancy, told AFP 

Experts say the govern¬ 
ments need to approve a "pre- 
clearance" system in which 
customs agents would be 
posted on foreign soil to in¬ 
spect trucks there, allowing 
them to quickly pass the bor¬ 
der.

He is very disciplined 
and dedic at ed an d h as air eady 
seen some progress m lus 
jumps Hispersonallongjump 
record is 7.4d meters, but he 
aims to surpass it in Chile He 
will put heart, sweat and bio od 
to achieve tins. He will not let 
himself be intimated by other 
athletes, no matter how good 
they are. He just wants to suc¬ 
ceed as one of the best As any 
other athlete, Quincy’s dream

NEW ORLEANS (AFP) - 
Kyrie Irving scored 31 paints 
and C ann el a Anthony added 
3Q to power the East over die 
West lfi3-155 Sunday in the 
highest-scoring NBA AM-Star 
Game in In story. 

Cleveland's 31 -year-old 
pi ay maker Irving was named 
the NBA All-Star Game Most 
Valuable Player after scoring 
15 points in die fourth quarter 
to spark a victory comeback 
for die East 

The East team, trailing by 1S 
points in the third quarter, 
scored the final 10 points to 
snap a three-game win streak 
by the West stars and stretched 
its lead m the all-time rivalry 
to 37-30. 

NBA scoring leader Kevin 
Durant of Oklahoma City and 
Blake Griffin of the Los Ange¬ 
les Clippers each scored 3S 
points to lead the West in a los¬ 
ing cause. 

living went 14 - a f -17 from 
die field and added 14 assists 
in a game that became the 
most prolific scoring exhibi¬ 
tion m all-star history, produc¬ 
ing numerous record. 

The East's winning total was 
the highest of any team in all- 
star history as were the 3IS 
combined points and the com¬ 
bined 30 3-pointers from both 
clubs. 

Griffin made an All-Star 
Game record 19 baskets, most 
of them slam dunks, and New 
York's Anthony sank a record 
eight 3-pointers, going S-of-13 
from beyond the arc. 

Tire West stretched die lead 
as wide as 133-105 but the 
East answered with an 1.3-3 
run to close the third quarter 
and pull within 130-133 enter¬ 
ing the fourth quarter. 

Durant hit a 3-pointer to 
give the West a 155-153 lead 
but Ins team would not score 
again. 

Paul George answered with 
three free throws to give the 
East die lead for good An- 
thony followed a Durant miss 
with a 3-pointer 

LeBron James followed an¬ 
other Durant miss with a fast 
break layup off a behind-the- 
back pass from Irving for a 
1 fil-155 edge and George 
added two free throws tD seal 
the East triumph 

James scored 33 points and 
George contributed IS for die 
East. 

Kevin Love scared 13 paints 
for the West, whi ch also had 13 
points and 11 assists from 
Steph Curry and 11 points and 
13 assists from Chris Paul 

Spectacular slam dunks, 
high passes that were jammed 
in the hoop by high-leaping 
teammates, fast break drives 
and uo-la ok passes were fea¬ 
tured in the contest, with 


moves that would typically 
be rare in regular'-season 
matchups drawing roars 
fr om die crowd in the more 
relaxed all-star atmosphere 
on display in the "Big 
Easy" 

Tlie West set an All-Star 
Game one-half scoring 
record by a single paint on 
the way tD an £9-70 half¬ 
time lead, with the teams 
combining to break the 
mark for the most total 
points m a half at 105, 
eight more than the old 
mark.

Both All-Star squads visited 
iconic 190Ds B-oston Celtics 
center Bill Russell, who turned 
£0 four days earlier, between 
the first and second quarters. 
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
